A review of the building activity 
in the city during the past twelve 
months will suffice to <show that the 
claims here f. resented are not exag 
gerated. Liars may figure, but fig- 
ures do not lie. Statistics are usu- 
ally cold and uninteresting, but when 
they are presented in support cf a 
•statement that is so pertinent to-ev- 
ery citizen «f the surrounding com- 
munity, they must at any rate bear 
with them a pride in the achievement 
of their town. 

During the past year, there 'has 
been issued by the Building Commit- 
tee of the City of Hdpkinsville, a to- 
tal of 82 building permits. These 
permits total at their lowest estima- 
tion, for the value of the work dene 
in the city far the current year, al- 
most $300,000, making the actual av 
erage of each permit issued abcut 
$34C0.

BOTH CLAIM ADVANTAGES 

British Fleet Proving Import- 
ant Factor in Battles 
Raging- 

London, Oct. 23.— Desperate fight- 
ing continued yesterday in West 
Flanders and Northern France be- 
tween Germany 's armies, reinforced 
by virtually all her forces in the oc- 
cupied portions of Belgium, and the 
French, British and Belgian troops, 
aided by British warships. 

Along the coast the Yser river still 
divides the contending forces. Neith- 
er side, apparently, has advanced but 
in the interior, according to a Ger- 
man report issued toni;'ht, the allies 
are retiring from several important 
positions. 

This statement of the Germans is 
contradicted, however, by the French 
communication issued in Paris late 
to-day, which says the allies have not 
been moved, despite several attacks. 

All along the front from the North 
Sea to the Swiss border* in fact, each 
side claims to have repulsed the oth- 
er, or to have made slight progi Ml 
at various points. 

The contending armies seemingly 
are so nearly tqual in strength that 
neither can force the other back, 
pierce the front or get around the 
wings. 

In Poland, the preliminary battle, 
at least, has moved a little mure 
swiftly. The Russians report that 
they have driven back the first Gei- 
man offensive move against Warsaw, 
the Polish capital, and the fortress 
of Ivangorod. All the Russian ac- 
counts refer to this as a great victo- 
ry. 

They declare the Germans, bo-ides , 
losing many prisoners and guns, have 
left large quantities of ammunition 
and provisions in the trenches they 
had prepared for their defense. 

Apparently there has been more 
fighting on the East Prussian tr • .- 
tier, where the situation has been 
quiet for some time, as the < i rman 
report says: "Our tf©ops are pursu- 
ing the ret i eating enemy in the di- 
rection of Ossowetz." 

The battle around Przemyal and 
couth of that city is going on, but i 
further south the Austrian* claim 
th. v have cleared the RowUuiaQVt 
of Hungary and are advancing to* 
ward Bukovina, a erown land la 
Eastern Galicia, with the iam« ob- 
ject in view.

Germany. 

The German cruiser Emden sunk 
British steamers and a dredger and 
captured two other vessels. An en- 
gagement between torpedo beats and 
submarines is reported in the Baltic 
The Japanese Embassy in Rome re- 
ports finding two German cruisers.. 
One sank itself and the other was 
captured. The Camorant of Cork 
sank in the North Sea. 

The Petrograd official statement 
last night says: 

Russia. 

"The German troops which had 
occupied the roads leading to War- 
saw in the region north of the Rivet 
Pilitia, have been repulsed and are 
now in full retreat, leaving their 
wounded on the battlefield. 

"In the region south of Pszemysl 
Russian troops are energetically 
checking the advance of the enemy.

On a carriage that is easy to 
tnUaffUrt, Mr. Frigged places a gas- 
oline motor and an alternating cur- 
rent generator.

WHY TELEGRAPH WIRES HUM. 

Many reasons have been given as 
to why telegraph wires hum. Somo 
say that the sound is caused by the 
action of the wind and others that it 
is the result of changes in tempera- 
ture. Professor Field of the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa, says that wither 
of these explanations if correct, but 
that the sound is due to the vibra- 
tions of the earth. The vibrations of 
the earth are transmitted to the 
wires through the poles. This au- 
thority further states that the song 
of the wires is the song of the 
barometer and that the variations 
are in direct relation to variations of 
the weather. Changes in the vibra- 
tion of the earth indicate approach- 
ing changes in the condition of the 
atmosphere. If the sound of the 
wires is low it is probable that the 
weather will change in a day or two, 
but if it is sharp a nn 
change may be expected.— .

MOSQUITO NOT SOLE AGENT 

Scourge of Malaria Ha. Baen Proved 
to Exlat In th. W.ter and Soil of 
Many Countri... 

At last some weight has been lift- 
ed from the shoulders of the mos- 
quito. Dr. Charles S. Braddock, Jr., 
lute chief medical inspector of the 
Royal Siamese government, says in 
a recent pa[>er in the New York 
Medical Journal that while the mos- 
quito is the sole carrier of yellow 
fever, it is only one of the propaga- 
tors of malaria. According to Doc- 
tor Braddock, malaria is by no means 
eliminated by the annihilation of the 
anopheles pest, except in localities 
where the disease is not endemic. 

In true malsrial countries the 
scourge exists in the water ami soil, 
as in the deep jungles of Africa, 
Asia and America, while in the foot- 
hills of the Himalayas, where the 
thermometer drops to 34.5 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the cold season, when 
there are no mosquitoes, malaria is 
so deadly that the country has be- 
come uninhabited over largo areas^ 

To do away with malaria In the 
tropics the doctor recommends the 
simple expedient of cutting away 
the jungle for a great distance in all 
directions from the habitation, so aa 
to lot the sun in. This, with the 
usual precautions of protection from 
mosquitoes and the drinking of dis- 
tilled water, will prevent any epi- 
demic of malaria in Panama or in 
say other country where it exists in 
the water and soil.

That Cnjfchafl county public

HEART BEAT AFTER DEATH 

Switchman's Pulsation Reported to 
Have Continued Long After Res- 
piration Had Ceased. 

Chicago medical circles were inter- 
ested in the report of an interne in 
one of the largest hospitals in the 
city that the heart of a patient who 
died in his ward had continued pul- 
sation two hours and forty minutes 
after the man's respiration had 
ceased. The report was made by Dr. 
L. O. Morrill of the staff of St 
Luke'a hospital. 

The patient waa George Fitch, fif- 
ty-two years old, a switchman, who 
had been caught between two freight 
cars. His chest was crushed. He 
was operated on and died the night 
of July 31. According to Doctor 
Morrill's report, breath stopped at 
midnight.

It 
did not cease until 2 :40 o'clock in 
the morning, he declared, and, mean- 
while, by every test the man's lungs 
were lifeless.

The interesting and appalling 
m. nu shows that birds protect not 
orly crops and orchards, but also 
the health of men and animal?. 
Many of the insects they destroy 
are carriers of disease. A bull bat 
we are told, will devour a thousand 
mosquitoes in one twilight; given 
due safety and encouragement, a 
family of bull bats shou'd suffice to 
f ee ar.y reighborhood of mosquitoes 
and prevent many casesof illness a* 
we.l as incalculable ui-comfort. 

Commenting upon the Tennessee 
game warden's statement, the Cou- 
rier J jurnal we I observts that too 
many farmers look upon birds 
"either with ladiffereMI or with 
enmity." A bird whuh now and 
t ien Rribs a grain of corn or wheat, 
a berry or a cherry, is r» girded as a 
c.ironic marauder, w^-eas he p >> 
;n service many times over for al 
that he gets. In fact, he is a relia- 
ble every-day farm h nd, working 
seven days in the w> ek, rain or shine, 
and taking no half-holidays. The 
birds bre busy with the break of 
dawn, and sometimes they work far 
into the night. Thty deserve prc - 
te - t ion for the good they do. There 
are thouiands of farmers who need 
to look at the bird question from a 
new view point. 

In most Southern StateB the last 
few years have witnessed a popular 
awakening to the value of insect de 
straying birds and the importance 
of protecting them. The means to 
this end that are already in force 
stiould be upheld and encojraged by 
everyone, particular y by the farm- 
ers, who are so closely indebted to 
birds.

Fifteen Vegetables. 

Last Sunday Mr. C. R. Sumner 
had fifteen different kinds of vege- 
tables on his table for dinner, all of 
which were grown in his o\frn gar- 
den as follows: Pole beans, bunch 
beans, butter beans, cabbage, tur- 
nips, mustard, pepper, tomatoes, 
cymblings. Irish potatoes, cucum- 
bers, beets, radishes, peas and okra.

Local tobacco men are taking a 
more cheerful view of the tobacco 
situation as the time for the opening 
of the season draws near. It is es- 
timated that the Black Patch district 
will produce this year about 75 per 
cent of the normal crop of 160,000,- 
000 pounds. As Germany and the 
other European countries with closed 
ports use about 25 per cent of the 
normal crop, this leaves the situation 
without a glutted market if other 
countries use- their usual amounts. 
The home consumption by the snuff 
companies and the cigar companies j 
is about 40,000,000 pounds a year. 
Italy takes ft.000,000, England 15,- 
000.000, France 12.00i»,000, Spain 
10,000.000 and the other 8,000.000 
should be used by Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Holland and other coun- 
tries with open ports. It so happens 
that the shortage about equals the 
amount usually consumed by Ger- 
many, Austria- Hungary and Swit- 
zerland, which is supplied from Bre- 
men. 

There is no great surplus on the 
market and the situation for tobac- 
co is altogether different from the 
cotton situation in the South, where I 
the crop is the biggest ever raised.
